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Football 


site gets 
go-ahead 


PLANS to create a £2 million 
community football centre in 
Haverhill have been approved, 
despite objections from a local 
council ward member who 
branded the project “a waste of 
Council Tax payers’ money” 

St Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil was granted consent by its 
development control committee to 
build a single storey clubhouse 
and community facility with a 
football ground on land at 
Chalkstone Way Haverhill. 

The new facility will also feature a 
training pitch and three community 
pitches, a seated spectator stand and two 
dugouts. It will provide a new home for 
Haverhill Rovers, but also include ext¬ 
ensive football and social facilities for the 
whole community 

But Cllr Gordon Cox, who lives only 100 
metres from the site, raised a long list of 
objections to the plan, including the loss of 
designated public open space, possible loss 
of public footpaths, loss of community 
football pitches, insufficient public consult¬ 
ation, and noise and traffic disruption. 

He said: “Chalkstone Playing Fields in 
their entirety are there for the freedom of 
use as a whole for the community, and 
almost all for free, apart from the cont¬ 
ributions received via Council Tax. 

“The fields are used by joggers, dog 
walkers, general strollers, local children 
having a kick about or playing rounders, 
all in a non-claustrophobic space.

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“This application will overshadow their 
enjoyment of their playing field. Residents 
are entitled to enjoy free movement on the 
whole site, with no restriction and without 
payment.” 

Cllr Cox said there was sufficient room 
to upgrade the existing facilities at 
Haverhill Rovers’ Hamlet Croft ground. 
Failing that, he argued the new facility 
should be sited on the edge of the 
Puddlebrook playing field, which would be 
further away from residential properties. 

“On behalf of myself and other resi¬ 
dents that I represent I strongly object to 
this application. We don’t want it here and 
we want the application refused,” he told 
fellow councillors. 

Five letters of objection were received 
from residents in the area who had con¬ 
cerns about late night noise and anti-social 
behaviour, parking problems and litter. 

One said: “Having a football ground in 
close proximity to our houses would ruin 
this part of town.” 

A report to councillors said the main 
pitch was sited 65 metres away from the 
closest house to minimise disturbance. 

Conditions would restrict use of flood¬ 
lights and noise from the community 
facility so it would not have an adverse 
effect on residential amenity, or anti-social 
behaviour. 

The plan to move Haverhill Rovers had 
the support of the Football Foundation, 
who had said the Hamlet Croft ground was 
not suitable for future football development 
because of restrictions at the site.

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Drug driver 
found guilty 

A WOMAN driver has been 
convicted of causing the death of 
a grandfather through her 
careless driving while under the 
influence of drugs. 

Helen Nunn, of Ditton Fields, 
Cambridge, was driving a Toyota 
MR2 involved in a four-vehicle 
smash on December 3 in which 
Donald McCallum, a pensioner 
from Dartford, Kent, died. 

The accident occurred on the 
northbound All close to Stumps 
Cross, Great Chesterford, as Mr 
McCallum was travelling to visit 
his family in Haverhill. 

Nunn, 41, had denied being 
unfit to drive after taking 
amphetamines, but was convicted 
by a unanimous verdict by a jury 
at Cambridge Crown Court, after 
a five-day trial which concluded 
on Monday. 

Nunn’s case was adjourned for 
pre-sentence reports to be 
prepared and an interim driving 
ban has been imposed until she 
returns to court for sentencing by 
trial judge Jonathan Haward 
during the two weeks comm¬ 
encing Monday, December 8. 

The court heard that Mr 
McCallum had collided with the 
crash barrier close to the A505 
slip road on the All and as he 
was inspecting the damage to his 
vehicle the Toyota driver by 
Nunn clipped his vehicle and 
then hit him. 

Three cars and a lorry had 
managed to drive around Mr 
McCallum and his car before the 
fatal collision.

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A FURIOUS dad is 
demanding an apology 
from a supermarket 
chain after his eight- 
year-old daughter was 
given a booklet con¬ 
taining sexual drawings 
and encouraging her to 
meet strangers. 

Andrew Dodd heard his 
daughter giggling with 
friends while looking at the 
book after a school visit to 
Sainsbury’s with a group of 
about 50 pupils. 

He discovered the book 
they were looking at contain¬ 
ed highly suggestive draw¬ 
ings of a couple in various 
positions saving water by 
“bathing with a friend”. 

The book, entitled How to 
Change the World for £5, also 
suggested talking to stran¬ 
gers, giving your telephone 
number to five people in the 
street, as well as doing 
something different like 
swimming in a pond, streak¬ 
ing, or shaving something off. 

Mr Dodd, of Haverhill, 


said: “The children were 
doing a project on Fairtrade 
and the book did contain 
information about things like 
recycling plastic bags as well. 

“I was furious. I did not 
find the book in itself offen¬ 
sive, it was just inappropriate 
to give to children. 

“Sainsbury’s have obvious¬ 
ly not given any guidance to 
their staff or possibly no one 
has even read it. My daught¬ 
er’s teacher was horrified and 
took the book back. I think 
they should apologise.” 

The Burton End Primary 
School pupils were accident¬ 
ally given the book at Sains¬ 
bury’s in Haverhill. 

Fay Trussler, headteacher 


at Burton End School, said: “I 
have spoken to staff involved 
and it was pointed out the 
book was not age appropriate 
for the children. 

“I think it was unfortun¬ 
ate.” 

A spokesman for the comp¬ 
any We Are What We Do, 
which produced the book, 
said it had been aimed at an 
adult market. 

The company does produce 
a book for children, Teach 
Your Granny to Text, which 
had been sent to primary 
schools across the UK. 

A spokesman for Sains¬ 
bury’s said the books had 
been given to store staff by 
head office as a gift, because 


it mentioned the store’s green 
activities, and spare copies 
had been handed out to the 
visitors. 

He said: “They were never 
intended to be given to child¬ 
ren, but it seems a mistake 
was made. We apologise and 
we would like to offer to 
exchange the books for the 
children’s version, Teach 
your Granny to Text, if the 
youngsters would like to 
bring them back.” 

Mr Dodd said he was 
satisfied with the explanation 
and would be telling other 
parents about the offer to 
exchange the books for the 
children’s version.

New ways to tackle debt 


HAVERHILL Citizens Advice 
Bureau this month looks at ways 
to help those in financial 
difficulties pay off their debts. 



Q: I got into very bad debt a few 
years ago after losing my job and 
managed to set up a debt 
management plan with lower 
payments over a longer period of 
time. But my financial situation is 
now increasingly difficult with rising 
fuel and food prices. What should I 
do? 

A: It sounds as if it’s time to 
re-assess your disposable income 
and see if there are any alternative 
options available which might give 
you some light at the end of the 
tunnel. The law is changing soon so 
options which might not have been 
around when you first entered into 
your debt management plan might 
now be available. A CAB adviser can 
do a full assessment which will take 
account of all your circumstances. 
Some of the options for you could 
be: 

■ Individual Voluntary Arrangement 
(IVA): a legally binding agreement 
with your creditors to pay a 
proportion of your debts over a set 
period, often five years. You must 
have enough disposable income 
and/or assets available in order to 
cover both an insolvency 
practitioner’s costs and still leave 
some money available for creditors. 

■ Bankruptcy: a court order which 
declares you are unable to pay your 


debts and protects you from 
enforcement action by your creditors. 
At the end of your bankruptcy 
(usually one year, but it can be less) 
your debts will be discharged and 
you will be able to make a fresh start. 

■ Administration Order: another form 
of court order currently only available 
to people with total maximum debts 
of £5,000, plus a court judgment. You 
pay a set amount each month into 
the scheme and the court distributes 
the money to all the creditors 
included in it. The scheme can last 
until you have paid off all your debts, 
or you can ask the court to stop it 
after, say, three years. 

■ Debt Relief Order: similar to 
bankruptcy, these orders are aimed 
at giving people who have debts of 
less than £15,000, assets of less than 
£300 and surplus income of less than 
£50 per month relief from paying their 
debts. Once the order is made your 
creditors cannot take any action 
against you and, if your situation 
does not change, your debts will be 
written off after one year. This 
becomes an option from April 2009. 

One of these options may suit your 
needs better than your current 
arrangement. A CAB debt adviser will 
be able to help you.

Sentencing options open 
for man on incite charge 


A 42-YEAR-OLD man has 
admitted encouraging two 
young girls to commit an 
indecent act. 

Peter Dagger was due to stand 
trial at Ipswich Crown Court last 
week but changed his plea to guilty 
at the last minute. 

Dagger, of White Caville, Hav¬ 
erhill, pleaded guilty to two offences 
of inciting a child in sexual activity 
between March 15 and May 15. The 


two girls involved, both aged 14, 
cannot be identified for legal 
reasons. 

The court heard that Dagger was 
also pleading guilty to a third 
charge of sexual activity with a girl 
aged under 16. That offence was 
committed between March 15 and 
April 3. 

Judge Neil McKittrick ordered 
the preparation of a pre-sentence 
report by the Probation Service, 
including addressing the issue of 


whether Dagger was considered to 
be dangerous. 

Dagger was ordered to sign the 
Sex Offenders Register before he 
was led from the dock. Dagger was 
told that he would continue to be 
remanded in custody until his next 
court appearance. 

The judge warned Dagger that all 
sentencing options were being kept 
open when he faces sentence at 
Ipswich Crown Court in the week 
commencing December 1.

With the implementation of 
the new rating scheduled for 
2009, vehicles tested by Euro- 
NCAP from this date will 
undergo a much tougher and 
more comprehensive 

assessment. 

Euro-NCAP’s new scheme 
will see the introduction of a 
new 5-star single overall vehicle 
safety rating replacing the 
current star ratings in use since 
1997. This new star 
rating, Euro- 
NCAP believes, 
will provide the 
simplest and 
clearest advice to 
the consumer 
about the overall 
safety 
performance of 
his or her chosen 
vehicle. 

The overall 
rating will be 
composed from 
scores achieved in 
four areas of 
assessment: Adult 
Occupant, Child 
Occupant, 
Pedestrian 
Protection and a 
new area, Safety 
Assist. 

Safety Assist 
will allow Euro- 
NCAP to consider 
driver assistance 
systems and 
active safety 
technologies, 
which play an 
increasingly 
important role in 
accident 
avoidance and 
injury mitigation. 

The new scheme 
provides Euro- 
NCAP with the 
means to actively 
drive safety 
forwards in 
critical areas, 
maximizing the 
potential impact 
on road casualty 
reduction on 
European roads. 

Under the new 
scoring system, 
vehicles will need 
to do well in each 
area of 

assessment to 


achieve a good overall result. In 
particular, it will be impossible 
for a carmaker to achieve five 
stars in the tested vehicle 
without the standard fitment of 
electronic stability control 
(ESC) in the majority of 
variants sold. 

Statistics reveal that ESC 
plays such a major role in 
reducing deaths on our roads, 
Euro NCAP believes no car 
should be able to achieve five 
stars without it. First results 
for vehicles tested under the 
new rating system will be 
released in February 2009. 
From this date, consumers 
should look out for the new 
overall Euro-NCAP star rating 
for their vehicle. This shows 
the car has been subject to a 


tougher assessment in the 
achievement of its final award. 

Consumers interested in a 
particular area of assessment 
such as adult protection or 
child protection will still be 
able to compare different 
vehicles as the individual 
scores that make up the overall 
rating will also be available on 
Euro NCAP’s website

■ Euro NCAP has also begun 
testing seats of vehicles crash 
tested in 2008 to gauge their 
performance in rear impact 
and whiplash protection. From 
2009, this whiplash test will 
automatically be included as 
part of Euro-NCAP’s first area 
of assessment Adult Occupant 
Protection.
